Dreadfal Disaster at Sea. 


The Spanish steamer San Juan left 
Hong Kong for Manilla with a full crew 
and all the Chinese that could be stowed 
away. Thirty miles off Durigayo point 
fre was discovered between decks. Two 
life boats were destroyed by the flames 
and the others were capsize l by the Chi 
nese. Sharks made short work of those 
in the water, and in this manner the sec- 
ond engineer, steward and second officer 
ost their lives. 

The fire being discovered the Chinese 
ran up the rigging and other high places. 
As the fire increased in intensity the poor 
wretches dropped on the deck into the fire 
Others jumped overboard and were de- 
voured by the sharks. Those who reach- 
ed one of the boats tilled it to excess and 
the sharks leaped into the air to snateh 
their prey. The panic was fearful. The 
Chinese were huddled together and filled 
the air with their moans, The fore and 
aft parts of the burning vessel were full 
of people imploring assistance, and the 
central portion ef the vessel was like a 
crater of a volcano. The sharks came in 
droves and hundreds of themcould be seen 
round the blazing steamer. The fire 
man 6 edin reacning one of the 
overturned boats and righted her. He 
chen went to the others and managed to 

two more of them onan even keel. 
were all kept at a distance sad 
whe wveated @ get inte 


them had to run the gauntlet of the 
sharks. In this way 98 persons escaped 
and reached shore after sixteen hours of 
hard rowing. They at once telegraphed 
for assistance and the steamer San Anto- 
nio was sent out. When she reached 
the vessel three Chinese more dead than 
alive were found in the riggitg. Includ- 
ing the officers and crew there were 283 
on board, so that the sharks and flames 
must have devoured 182. The San Jvan 
was towed into Manilla on fire.

A Woman's Work. 
Jn 1883 Mrs. Ernest Hart, saddened by 
the suffering in Ireland, undertook the 
work of establishing cottage industries 
among the poor peasant women. Itisa 
good name for her—Egnest Hart. Be- 
sinning her task among the very poor 
and ignorant, she has succeeded in 10 
years in training skilled workers in the 
production of lace, embroideries, linen 
and homespun wovlen cloths and wood 
carving. She opened in London a place 
called Donezal House for the sale of 
these articles, which the best judges of 
such things in Europe have pronounced 
of excellent quality. The money from 
their sale is called the Donegai Indus- 
trial fund, and it goes directly to fur- 
nish comfort and food to the families of 
the poor women who have made the 
handsome articles. Samples ¢f all are 
on sale in Mrs. Hart's Irish village at the 
World's fair. Hers is not a mere com- 
mercial enterprise at Chicago. The Irish 
village is richly worth seeing, but all the 
money it gains will go to the starving 
poor of IN land.

A Torped »-Thrower. 


The air-gun as a toy is familiar to 
every youngster in the land, but its 


recent date. In guns that throw 
shells filled with powder there is lit- 
tle chance that the sheil« will be ex- 
ploded by the shock of the discharge 
im the gun. On the contrary, when 
the shells are charged with dyzamite, 
gun-cotton or other high exp‘osives, 
the projecting of these missiles with- 
out extreme danger of explosion with- 
in the bore of the gun itseif is a difsi- 
cult problem. 

An officer of the United States army. 
Lieutenant Zalinski, some few years 
ago patented a gun which dyna- 
mite and gun-cotton sheiis couid be | 
saiely used. This was cailed the pneu- 
matic gun, and a series of very satis- 
factory experiments were conducted at 
Sandy Hook, in New York lower bay, 
with guns set up on shore. 


A company was formed to carry on 
the manufacture of these guns, and 
the idea was soon afterwards con- 
ceived of building 2 crulser armed on 
the eame plan. The result was the 
building of the dynamite cruiser Ves- 
uvius for the United States Govern- 
ment. 

The vessel is about seven hundred 
and twenty-five tons with a length of 
two hundred and fifty feet. She is 
very low in the water, and very fast 
an essential in a craft of her descrip- 
tion. Her guns are fifty-five feet long 
and are fixed in piace in the bows 
of the ship; they are three in number, 
arranged with their bores paratiell to 


cegrees from the horizontal. About 
eight feet of the muzzies extend above 
the deck, the breech of the guns being

below the deck, out of reach of
